“Vote often” is the 1920 motto of 
those who would do their civic duty 
by going to the polls to exercise the 
right of franchise. , 

Four elections are scheduled for 
this year and four or five constitu- 
tional amendments are ta be voted 
upon in Michigan. Others may be 
voted on. 

In chronological order the elections 
are, with their dates: 

March 8, Village election. 

April 5, presidential preference 
primary, township and city elections. 

August 31, general primary for 
elective state officials. 

November 2, general presidential 
and state election, 

Another unusual feature is that the 
general election this year comes on 
at the earliest date possible. Under 
| the federal constitution the election is 
held on the “first Tuesday after the 
first Monday” in November. The 
first Monday this year comes on Nov. 
1 making Nov. 2 election day. 

Of the proposed amendement four 
are certain to be on the ballots as 
they have been initiated by the legis- 
lature. Preliminary steps have been 
taken for the fifth, sixth and seventh. 

Those proposed by the legislature 
and which are certain to go on the 
ballots are given below: : 

1 Giving the legislature power to 
fix the salaries of the secretary of 
state, the state treasurer and the aud- 
itor general. 

2. To aniend section 1, article III, 
to extend provisions of the absent vot- 
ers law to include persons engaged 
in teaching in the public schools and 
the immediate families of members 
of the legislature. 

3. To amend: section 29 of articles 
V to give the legislature power to 
limit the hours of labor by women 
'and children, 
| 4. Giving the legislature power to 
authorize municipalities to condemn 
more land and property than needed 
in acquiring parks, boulevards and 
streets. 

Petitions for placing the so-called 
“anti-parochia) school” amendment on 
the ballot ‘have been filed, but it is 
declared in the secretary of state’s 
office that the number of signatures 
is at present insufficient. This is the 
amendment which would compel all 
children between the ages of 5 and 
16 to attend the public schools. 

Wets are behind a proposition to 
submit to electors of Michigan ratifi- 
cation of the national prohibition. 
Whether this question will go on the 
ballot is a matter to be determined by 
the Michigan supreme court. 

Advocates of home rule plan initi- 
ating an amendment which would give 
cities, villages and townships power to 
| regulate utilities doing business with- 
‘in their limits. 

A change in the law which will 
affect candidates at the August prim- 
ary requires them, not later than July 
31, this year, to file affidavits stating 
to which political party they belong. 

County conventions must be held 
within 15 days after the August pri- 
mary and state conventions within 40 
days after that date. 

Another change in administering 
‘election laws requires county clerks 
! after the three elections to make their 
returns to the secretary of state with- 
jin five days after the elections. In 
the past they have had 10 days.

Deducted—Special Form for Farm 
- income—Cash or Accrual - 
Basls for Computing. 


A farmer, shopkeeper, or tradesman 
must figure up his net income for 1919; 
and ff the farm or. business Income 
Plus his other {ncome was sufficient to 
require an income tax return a com- 
plete return must be filed with the col- 
lector of internal revenue by March 15. 

A farmer should ascertain the gross 
Income of his farm by computing all 
gains derived from the sale or ex-

duced on the farm or purchased and 
resold. 
Farm Expenses, 

From his gross income a farmer is 
allowed to charge off all of his neces- 
sary expenses in the conduct of the 
farm during the year. These include 
costs of planting, cultivating, harvest- 
ing and marketing. In addition to 
these costs he may deduct money spent 
for ordinary farm-tools of short life 
hought during the year, such as shov- 
els, rakes, etc. Also, the cost of feed 
purchased for his Hve stock may be 
treated as an expense in so far as this 
cost represents actual outlay, but the 
valtie of his own products fed to ani- 
mals is not a deductible item. 

Other farm expenses allowable are 
the cost of minor repairs on buildings 
{but not the dwelling house), on fences, 
wagons and farm machinery ; aleo bills 
paid for horseshoeing, stock powders, 
rock salt, services of veterinary, insur- 
ance (except on dwelling house), gaso- 
line for operating power and sundry 
other expenses which were paid for in 
cash. ?. 

As to hired help, all. the productive 
labor is a deductible expense; but tl.e 
wages of househo}d servants, or belp 
hired to improve the farm, as fn. tree 
plantirg, ditching, etc. cannot be 
Jatmed against earnings. A farmer is 
not allowed to claim a salary for him- 
self or members: of nis family who 
work on the farm, 

Wear and Tear, 

Purchase of farm machinery, wag- 
ons, work animals. etc., also the cost 
of construction or extension of build- 
ings, étlox, fencing, etc., should be con- 
sidered additional investments in the 
farm and are not proper deductions 
against income. 

A reusonable allowance may be 
claimed for wear and tear on farm 
buildings (except the farmhouse), 
fences, machinery, work animals, wag- 
ons, tanks, windmijls and other farm 
equipment which is used Ii the con- 
duct of the farm. 

As to autos and tractors, the cost of 
these is not an expense, although the 
cost of their upkeep js an allowable 
deduction, if the machines are used ex- 
clusively for farm purposes and not 
for pleasure. Aliso, in such cases, a de- 
duction for wear and tear is allowed. 

Farm Losses. , 

The loss of a growing crop is not a 
proper deduction from tncome, Inas- 
much as the value of the crop had not 
been. taken into gross income. The 
loss of a building or of machinery 
through storm, lightning, flood, etc., is 
an allowable déduction, but care should 
be used to ascertain the correct loss 
sustained, as restricted by tncome tax 
regulations. 

No deduction fs allowed in the case 
of loss of animals raised on the farm, 
but a loss fs deductible from gross in- 
come if the animals had been pur- 
chased for draft or breeding purposes. 

Shrinkage in weight or value of farm 
products held for favorable market 
prices cannot be deducted ag a loss, for 
the reason that when such products 
are sold the shrinkage will be reflected 
- in the selling price. 

Sale of Farms and Land. 

The value of agricultural lands has 
been jumping during the past few 
years, and during 1919 many owners 
sold out part or all of their lands at 
big profits, All such gains constitute 
income and must be taken into the net 
income fur the year. 

Any person who sold part of a farm 
or ranch, or part of a parcel of land, 
must also Show any gains realized by 
the sale. 

The method of figuring gains and 
tosses on such transactions {fs pre 
scribed in the Income Tax regulations, 
coptes af which may be secured from 
Internal Revenue Collectors. 

Forme for Returns. 

The Internal Revenue Bureau hap 
igsted an {improved Form 1940F for 
the use of farmers. This form, to- 
gether with Form 1040A or 1040, will 
give the farmer explicit information 
as to how to properly figure his net 
Income for 1919, 

There are two methods of figuring a 
farmer's Income tax.return this year. 
He may make his return on the basiq 
of the difference between the money 
and goods received for his products 
and the cash paid out for actual aNow- 
sible farm expenses within the year, 
Or he may make ‘his return on the ac 
ernal basis, which means computing 
the receipts sng expenses that pertaln 
to the taxnble year, excluding incom 
earned and expenses incurred In pre 

vious or succeeding years,

_The development bureau is plan- 
ning to issue 30,000 booklets, similar 
to the one issued last year which at- 
tracted a great deal of attention from 
all parts of the country. No portion 
af the money is to be used for “over- 
head” expenses, such as office rent, a 
secretary, ete., as all of this is to be 
done by the organizations already in 
the field. :
